Lord Roberts has done more than to 


capture 4000 Boers and a few guns. 
He is within striking distance of one of 
the Boer capitals, and is master of a 
large district of the Free State. 
He 


has given a shoek to Boer confidence 
and immeasurably restored the spirits 
of his own troops. 
In capturing~Cronje 


he has taken a leader whose presence 
alone was worth thousands to the Boer 
cause. 


The best opinioK Here Is that the 


Transvaalers are certain to continue 
the fight with undimmished valor, but 
it is not sa certain about the Free Stat- 
eiJ. 


Lord Roberts has not allowed the 


corps of descriptive writers with him to 
supplement his plain narrative, as yet, 
and there are some points in doubt. 
It 


is not clear whether the 4006 prisoners 
include those taken in small parties be- 
fore the capitulation. 
What has be- 


come of the rest of the Boera who held 
the Magersfontem lines, and where are 
the big guns? The slaallneas of Cronje'i 
forces cause some wonderment. 


The morning papers, witHout excep- 


tion, comment on the achievement of 


' the Boer leader and men in holding oft 
| for 10 days a force from six to eight 
! times as large as their own. ^British 
' opinion is far more generous in victory 
| than in defeat. 
| 
The remo\al of this force irom the 


i chessboard of war will prov e a consider- 


i able physical factor in determining the 


course of future events, but its moral 


' effect will very likely prove even greater. 
' On the other hand, Cronje's 10 days' re-

the marching power and magnificent 
endurance of the British soldier is as 
great as ever.

it must be remembered the whole or- 
iginal plan of the march was changed 
when Cronje made 
his 
magnificent 


night trek on the 15th. 


The v,holc army swung to the left in 


hot pursuit. 


Some regiments marched 27 miles in

Disclosed by a Loan to Rus- 


sian Government by New 


York Financiers ' 


New York, Feb. 28.—The Herald says. 


Ignoring the Berlin, London, Paris and 
the other Europe-an banking centers, th» 
Russian imperial government has com* 
to New York for a loan. A syndicate of 
banks, trust companies and insurance 
companies of this city have just 
ar- 


ranged the purchase of an issue ot 
$25,000,000 of 4 percent bonds, represent- 
ing a fh>t mortgage yn the Wladikavvkas 
railway system. The principal and in- 
terest of these bonds are guaranteed by 
tho Russian government and are pay- 
able in American gold dollars at the New 
York Security and Trust company. 


The nature and size of this loan and 


the disclosure which it makes of this 
country's present position as a financial 
power of the world is its most interesting 
feature. Another is its surprising show- 
ing as to Russia's purchases in the 
American market of iron, steel, coal and 
finished machinery. Besides, there is 
the fact of a gold loan guaranteed by 
one of the grVat European powers sell- 
ing in the American market at a price 
which nets the syndicate slightly more 
than 4 percent 


The first $10,000,006 «f the bonds has 


just been delivered in Now York, and a 
payment of $5,000,000 has been made on 
account. This money is- now deposited 
to the credit of the Russian government 
at the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., the 
National City bank and the New York 
Security and Trust company.

Newark, N. J., Feb. 2S.—The heart o'f 


the retail drygoods district was-swept by 
fire last night.

Snyder's department store, at Broad and 
Cedar streets, a four-story building of 
75 feet frontage and extending 200 feet 
along Cedar street. 
The stock was 


valued at $500,00fl, and nothing was 
saved. 
The builolng was burned to the 


ground. 


The fire broke out about 6:20 p. m., 


after the several hundred employes had 
left the. building. The flames spread 
with terrible rapidity, the entire building 
being enveloped before the arrival of the 
firemen. 


Meanwhile a general alarm was turned 


In, and all of the 50, odd pieces of fire 
apparatus in the city were rolling to the 
fire 10 minutes after the fire was discov- 
ered. The flames had leaped across 
Cedar street and were traveling also 
northward along Broad street. Within 
half an hour the fire was beyond control. 
At the same time the flames were travel- 
ing southward with as much fury as on 
the north of the original fire, and all the 
police in the city w*«e on duty at the 
fire except those absolutely needed on 
post. 
A hundred thousand persona 


gathered around the fire and made the 
task of the police a difficult one. 
The 


crowd had to be force* back again and 
again as the advance of the flames 
caused the firemen to shift position back. 


Despite the great heat and the rain of 


sparks upon the crowd, it insisted in 
pushing forward and getting as near the 
scene of fire as the police would allow. 


Finally orders were given to extend 


the fire lines beyond the two blocks on 
either sld.e, and the crowd was pushed 
back and lines stretched across the 
etreet. Women fainted in the fearful 
crush. 
Blows were exchanged and 


clothing torn from backs in the crusli. 


Despite the cold the crowd insisted 


upon remaining, and stood for hours 
watching the destruction of a million 
dollars' worth of property. 


The heat close to the fire was fearful 


and the firemen were driven back time 
and again. They had to move their ap- 
paratus many times. Several times men 
handling- hose had to abandon it and flee 
from the flames which thoeatened to en- 
gulf them. They were coated with ice 
when they went a few feet away f rotn the 
fire, and the next moment would be al- 
most roasted by the heat as the fire ad- 
vanced or they returned to do battle. 


The streets for blocks were flooded and 


ice covered as the water flowed from the 
fire outside the heated zone. 


Four firemen were buried under a wall 


at the rear of Snyder's, that fell with a 
terrific crash. 
Captain Harrison and 


Fireman Brown were- taken out uncon- 
scious, and may be fatally injured. The 
other two firemen were severely injured. 


Although a rramber-of persons were 


believed to -be in the Snycler store when 
the fire broke out, no "bodies have been 
found. 
There are several persons un- 


accounted for, and it is not known 
whether they escaped or were burned to 
death.

ANCIENT STRUCTURES? 


Something About the Architecture of 


£&rly New £Zn|»l&xi<l. 


Hardly 20 houses in all New Eng- 


land dating back of 1700 are yet in ex- 
istence, unless in a materially trans- 
formed condition. At best tho most of 
them were very rough, box shaped, with 
a door in one side and a high pitched 
roof, to make the suow slide off easily, 
and a chimney of prodigious size. A 
few years ago the great chimney of the 
house at Boscawen, where General 
John A. Dix was born, was torn down 
and found to contain 150,000 of brick. 
The chimney of the Darling house in 
this town, destroyed about the same 
time, was about as large. Its removal 
provided the house with a good sized 
additional room. Almost all the seven- 
teenth century houses were wooden, 
though about the oldest structure in 
New England was built of stone at 
Guilford, Conn., in or near 1688. Exe- 
ter's oldest, the Darling house, is about 
10 or 11 years younger. Exeter had on- 
ly three brick houses dating far back 
into the eighteenth century, and now 
has only two, if they still can be called 
brick after being covered with wood 
and receiving large wooden extensions. 
These are the Peavy house, on the New- 
market road, and the old house off Wa- 
ter street built by Nathaniel Ladd. 
Both were erected between 1720 and 
1730, 
the Peavy house, of which James 


Gilmau was the builder, replacing an 
older structure which had been burned. 
The very picturesque Dennett Gilman 
house, a brick structure with gambrel 
roof, which stood about where the Amos 
Tuck house now stands, was torn down 
about 60 years ago. The block near the 
great bridge is of nineteenth century 
origin, having been built by Major Sim- 
eon Folsom about 1813. 


Dwelling house architecture first be- 


came a really fine art in New England 
during the flush times which intervened 
between Wolfe's capture of Quebec in 
1759 and the Revolutionary outbreak of 
1775. 
It was then that the older of the 


stately mansions of Portsmouth and 
Newburyport werfe erected. The war 
pretty effectively stopped house build- 
ing, but by 1800 prosperity had returned, 
and New England shipowners became 
very rich. The house building mania 
broke out again in the foi-iii of those 
great, -square, three story houses of 
which Exeter has a few and of which 
Salem, Newburyport and Portsmouth 
are full. 


The magnates of 1800-10 disliked 


gambrel roofs and had no patience with 
nooks and passages. They were plain, 
downright and utilitarian men, and 
they built houses as square as them- 
selves, with no nonsense about them, 
except perhaps the usually superfluous 
third story. Were these worthies to re- 
turn to earth they might appreciate the 
many modern 
improvements 
which 


have been introduced in architecture, 
but they would be pretty sure to repu- 
diate with scorn the adornments for 
which poor Queen Anne has been held 
responsible, — Exeter (N. H.) News 
Letter. 


CHURC^GOING IN ICELAND. 


t>au.t Country Folk Who Travel Many 


Mile* to Divine Worihip. 


Jessie AckermaiV in her articles on 


"Throe Women In Iceland," in The 
Woman's Home Companion, tells how 
she attended a country church in the 
northern part of the island. 


"The Sabbath day was full of inter- 


est, for we had not attended service in 
the rural districts. In the early morning 
\vt> ueiuuk ourselves to the front of the 
house to watch the country folk assem- 
ble. In the distance we saw them ford- 
ing the river in a long line, and iu an- 
other direction men, women and chil- 
dren rode slowly over the mountains 
down to tho farm. What the Sabbath 
day means to these people few can re- 
alize. Some of them never see a face be- 
sides those of the members of the family 
from one church dcy until the other. 
What wonder, then, that they began to 
assemble fully two hours before church 
time? A peculiar form of salutation pre- 
vails outside of the cities. With this we 
had not yet been made familiar, and 
our astonishment can well be imagined 
when we saw the men dismount, em- 
brace and kiss each other. I learned 
later that this is the usual form of salu- 
tation among men in the inland dis- 
tricts. 


"The hour of service arrived, and, in 


company with the preacher, who wore 
a high silk hat, a loose, flowing gown 
buttoned from chin to hem and a great 
white Elizabeth ruff around his neck, 
we entered the church. From the back 
seat we had full view of the congrega- 
tion, and, noj, being familiar with the 
language, the time was passed in medi- 
tation on the situation. 


"In the pulpit the pastor was assisted 


into a long white robe, which fell over 
the Mack one, and down his back hung 
a largo surplice of bright velvet, upon 
which a golden cross was wrought. On 
the altar two great candles about a yard 
long and three inches thick shed a dim 
light. These WRTP the especial charge of 
an official who gave out the hymns and 
between times snuffed the candles with 
an old time pair of snuffers.

church the worshipers dispersed, and 
many of them did not reach their homes 
until night."

If so, 
Schwartz must have been very young at 
the time or else have lived to a very 
great age, for the date of his death is 
given as 1884.—Popular Science Month-

Table Mountain Ropeway. 


The ropeway located at Table moun- 


tain, in South Africa, is an important 
example of a line 5,280 feet long. It 
consists of a single fixed rope, on 
which one carriage is drawn to and 
fro with an endless hauling rope, the 
driving gear having reversing motion 
BO that the direction of travel of the 
carrier can be controlled. Commenc- 
ing at sea level and following the 
ground on posts spaced about 300 feet 
apart, the cable takes a span of 1,500 
feet, rising to a projecting rock some 
0..4SO feet above the starting point. 
Resting on a support at this point, the 
cable again takes a span of 1,400 feet 
to an upper terminal 2,200 feet above 
the lower one. This ropeway has work- 
ed so satisfactorily that it is not only 
used for the carriage of materials em-

Babbage's calculating machine, which 


was adopted by England in 1821, was 
capable of computing any table by the 
aid of differences and of extracting the 
roots of equations and printing its own 
results, but its complexity prevented it 
from coming into general use, and 
when grants from the English govern- 
ment were discontinued it was put 
aside. 


The machine used in the census bu- 


reau at Washington is one of the most 
marvelous mechanical calculators ever 
contrived. By the use of a system of 
perforated cards it tabulates and re- 
cords the returns with which the of- 
fice has to deal with absolute cer- 
tainty and with a speed which could 
not otherwise be reached save by the 
employment of a wry large clerical 
staff.

Attention Trill now be turned from 


Orange Free State to northern Natal, 
•where General Buller is still endeav- 
oring to relieve Ladysmith. It was 
the opinion a few days ago, an opinion 
held by the British commander in Na- 
tal himself, that the larger saxt of 
Joubert's army had withdrawn from 
the investment of Ladysmith and gone 
to helr> repel the invasioni of the Or- 
ange Free State. But today's news 
sets that opinion aside. Instead of 
General Buller fighting1 the rear guard 
of a retreating army, as was supposed, 
he is fighting' an enemy determined to 
prevent his gaining his object if it 
lies in their power. Last Saturday the 
fighting1, when the British attempted 
to secure Peters Hill, was so fierce that 
a British brigade was almost cut to 
pieces and an armistice was agreed 
upon to permit both sides to bury their 
dead and pare for their wounded. The 
latest news from General Buller is that 
he has captured Pieter's Hill, but it 
looks as if he had very hard fighting 
ahead of him. 


NEWSPAPER FAKING 


The North Adams public were treat- 


ed last night to a very noticeable piece 
of newspaper faking. 
Lord Roberts' 


first dispatch announcing the surren- 
der of Cronje contained no details and 
the temptation to supply details and 
present a picture of the surrender and 
the condition of the Boer laager was 
more than the sensational newspapers 
and unreliable news agencies could 
•withstand- So there appeared vivid 
tales, purporting1 to be from "our spe- 
cial correspondent at the front" These 
vivid tales were wired all over the 
country and in type, if not actuall*. 
•printed as they were in New York eve- 
ning papers reaching this city, before 
Lord Roberts' second cable arrived 
supplying a good deal of the much- 
desired information. The fake stories 
represented Lord Kitchener doing the 
negotiating for the surrender and had 
weird stories of a Boer council of war 
lasting all ni^rht to decide on surren- 
der or no surrender. 
Lord Roberts' 


second cable save the lie to the whole 
fabric. 


It is a fact that no British or Ameri- 


can newspaper received a single word 
from a correspondent In the field rela- 
tive to the surrender, and not a line 
left Lord Roberts' headquarters but 
the commander's own messages. Lord 
Boberts cabled first at 7.45 o'clock and 
•was unable to send details until four 
hours later. It is silly to believe that 
he gave the rights of the cable to the 
newspaper men and allowed them to 
send stories before he himself had 
given the facts to his jrovernment. 
Bearing this point in mind, we have 
the exposure of the fake stories in the 
fact that New York evening papers 
printing them, ana sending1 them out 
to other papers, did not contain Lord 
Roberts' socrmd cabla.

ligion In the world today than there 
ever was before and' there would be a 
church attendance corresponding1 if the 
church brought to the people a spirit- 
ual satisfaction such as it brought not 
many years back. This may not be 
withla. the power of me church at 
present. The inquiring attitude is in 
the church just as it is among the 
people, and for the reason that "the 
whole concession of the government 
of the universe has changed." It might 
be more correct to say the old concep- 
tion has been abandoned. If the con- 
ception had simply changed, and if 
there was a new conception as univer- 
sally accepted as the one abandoned, 
there would be a positiveness in, the 
church and among1 the people that 
would ensure a church attendance such 
as there has never been before. It is 
because there is not this cositiveness 
in the church, and among the people 
that the church is unable to offer the 
spiritual satisfaction 
which is de- 


manded and on which church attend- 
ance depends. 


This is a neriod of the recasting- of 


conceptions, and not until the recasting, 
is about complete will the church and 
people find themselves in a close bond 
ct union through a common sympathy 
and a common belief. It may be that 
it will be agreed that a conception of 
the govenment of the universe is of 
little account and that the thing1 of 
prime importance is a conception of 
the government of men, a conception 
which is already developed to the,mag- 
nituda of an inspiration, but badly 
handicapped with a theology returned 
to chaos.

Wholly of Colorado's Productions. 
Gold and silver and precious stones, 


all products of Colorado mines, are to 
make the djnner service of the new 
cruiser Denver pre-eminent not alone 
among the dinner services on the new 
ships of the navy, but among those of 
the navies of the world. 


Although it is the custom for commu- 


nities after which ships are named to 
present silver and sold cups, vases and 
bowls, a whole service of gold and 
precious stones is a rare thing, and it 
is intended that there shall be no serv- 
ice on any war or merchant ship in 
the world that shall equal in richness 
that which Denver will present to the 
ship to be named after her. 


The project is already well tinder 


Tvay. The plan is to secure the co- 
operation of all the boards of trade 
and mining exchanges of the state, to 
interest the large mine owners and to 
secure from the mines contributions of 
virgin gold and silver and to get pre- 
cious stones and minerals, says the 
Denver correspondent of the New York 
Journal. A large fund will be raised 
by popular subscription to shape the 
metal and mineral contributed into a 
dinner service of unique design. 


The sponsor of the plan is the Real 


Estate Exchange. President Johnson 
announced the appointment of a com- 
mittee, of which A. W. Chamberlin 
is chairman. This committee will issue 
an address to the citizens and business 
organizations of the state outlining 
tlie plan and urging active co-opera- 
tion. The committed will be supplied 
with money from the treasury of the 
exchange and will carry on an active 
campaign'by personal visits and cor- 
respondence among the mining men 
and business men of Denver and the 
state. The designing and making of 
the dinner set will- take 
several 


months, so that the greatest dispatch 
is necessary to have the set ready by

MILLIONS OF EASTER EGGS. 


Very Large Increase In Salea— The 


Filipino Egx. 


Wholesalers report that the trade In 


candy Easter eggs is booming as it has 
never boomed before, and the dealers 
have not been able to tell why. 


"It is no. exaggeration to say that our 


sales will be twice as great as they 
•were last year," said one of the largest 
manufacturers to a reporter of the 
New York Post "We shall sell about 
200,000 boxes of Easter eggs this sea- 
son, and we supply somewhere near a 
third of those marketed. That would 
make 600,000 boxes altogether. 
There 


are usually 100 eggs in a box, so you 
won't be far wrong in saying that tho 
children of the United States' will buy 
60,000,000 Easter eggs in 1900. In 1899 
we estimated tbe total sales at less 
than 40,000,000." 


The prosperous times are thought to 


'have much to do of course with the 
•great demand, but the dealers attrib- 
ute it chiefly to the more attractive 
lines of goods they offer. ' A number of 
novelties are on the market. 
Chief 


among these is the "Filipino egg." 
This Is an ordinary red, yellow or blue 
spheroid of candy with the figure of a 
Filipino on one side. The head is print- 
ed in colors on a bit of paper and past- 
ed on. Another triangle of white paper 
forms the single garment which our 
new peoples are supposed to wear, and 
the arras and logs are streaks of choc- 
olate put on so skillfully that they look 
surprisingly like real limbs. Then there 
are eggs in which a person of a vivid 
imagination C.TES see 'the 'likeness of a 
pig or other domestic animal. There 
are elaborately decorated eggs and 
"panorama eggs" with pictures of Niag- 
ara falls and the leaning tower of Pisa 
inside and plain eggs and candy rab- 
bits and ducks. 


A western railway has recently es- 


tablished a tie and fence post planta- 
tion on a vacant farm in the central 
part of Indiana and has planted 50,000 
catalpa trees. This is the result of the 
experience of the railway that catalpa 
ties, a few samples of which were put 
on the track 35 years ago, do not decay 
as rapidly ns other woods.

Submarine Valley 31,614 Feet Be- 


low the Surface Located — Fully 
Half of Saud Inland, One of the 
Midways, Literally Covered With 
Sea Birds—A Few I<and Birds Seen. 


In a long report to the secretary of 


the navy at Washington, dated San 
Francisco, Feb. 12, Lieutenant Com- 
mander H. M. Hodges, commanding 
the surveying ship Nero, tells of the 
surveys made for a telegraphic cable 
line between Honolulu and Manila by 
way of Guam and Yokohama. In try- 
ing to find a southern route to connect 
Guam with the proposed line from 
Honolulu to the Midway islands, the 
surveyors encountered a submarine 
valley, which was christened "Nero 
Deep," says the New York Sun. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodges says that 
he "is convinced that it cannot be got 
around with a cable." Here the two 
deepest casts and the two deepest tem- 
peratures ever taken were recorded. 
The depths ace 5,100 fathoms (30,900 
feet) and 5,269 fathoms (31,614 feet), 
and the temperatures are 35.9 at 5,070 
fathoms and 30 at 5,101 fathoms. From 
the date of sailing from San Francisco, 
April 22, 1899, to her return there, Feb. 
11, 1900, the Nero steamed 29,283 
knots. She was actually at sea 240 
days. 


Lieutenant Commander Hodges re- 


fers to a visit jaid by the Nero to the 
Midway islands, but leaves a fuller ac- 
count to the Nero's medical officer, 
Assistant Surgeon Frank E. McCul- 
logh. Lieutenant Commander Hodges 
says that Sand island, the larger of the 
Midways, has no inhabitants. It has 
abundance of sea birds and eggs and 
some land birds. He says he would 
not recommend the water and sug- 
gests the erection of an evaporator if 
the place is to be used as a cable sta- 
tion. 


Dr. McCullogh describes Sand island 


as of coral formation, surrounded^ by a 
coral reef. No fresh water is to be 
seen on the surface, but it may be ob- 
tained by digging about four feet The 
coral has disintegrated, 
forming a 


coarse sand so bleached as to be ex- 
tremely trying to the eyes. It reflects 
the heat of the sun and scorches the 
face. 


"On the highest portion of the island, 


the northern, and not more than 30 
yards from the beach," said Dr. Mc- 
Cullogh, "a one room house was con- 
structed many years ago by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship company, at a time 
when they intended using the island as 
a coaling station. 
A placard within 


announces that the writer thereof, the 
commander of a schooner, had beea 
wrecked on the island in September, 
1888, and had remained there until 
February, 1890; that during that time 
he had buried four of his crew. 
He 


also stated that by digging four feet at 
an indicated point water, and good wa- 
ter, too, could be obtained. There were 
also numerous evidences of subsequent 
occupation. 
It was near this house 


that the daikon wa,s growing, and there 
were a number of the plants growing 
near by. From this I infer that with 
care and fertilization many vegetables 
of economic value could be grown. lu 
1867 it was reported that on the adja- 
cent eastern islands about five acres of 
a vegetable mold of a foot in depth es- 
isted, and it would be well worth trans- 
porting a sufficient quantity of it to 
improve the soil of this part of Sand 
island, which I regard as the most suit- 
able for habitation. 


"The number of sea birds on this is- 


land is infinite. 
Our visit was made 


during the nesting season, and over 
fully half the island the sand was lit- 
erally covered with sea birds. It was 
quite impossible to cross it without 
stepping on the nesting birds and their 
eggs, unless precaution was taken to 
drive them away by means of a shrub 
branch. The noise of the retreating 
birds 
as 
they 
hovered 
overhead, 


screeching and darting threateningly, 
was deafening. The young Pacific alba- 
tross, fairly grown, but with incomplete 
feathers, refused, indeed, to retreat 
and valiantly maintained his ground. 
The most numerous of these birds are 
the Pacific albatross, a species of the 
sula, commonly known as the 'booby,' 
a tern, the 'bos'n' or red billed tropic 
bird and the frigate or man-of-war 
bird. 
A few land birds, apparently 


plover and the sickle billed curlevf', 
were occasionally seen. 
Of these 


birds the tern, plover and curlew are tit 
economic value as food. 


"The temperature in May ranged 


from 07 to GO degrees F., and the sur- 
face of the water was about 7i7 degrees 
F. When the Nero, rounded the island 
on Jan. 3 last, the air temperature was 
66 to 07 degrees F. and that of the- sur- 
face of the water 60. Eastern island, 
the smaller of the two, was not visited. 
It is much more luxuriant in vegeta- 
tion than Sand island."

bees build drone comb. 


Heat does not damage honey, but tends 


to ripen and improve it. Dampness and 
darkness do not agree with it. 


Honey that remains in the comb for 


some time after being stored is always 
the best article when extracted. 


In very cold weather bees often die, 


and, falling, will clog the entrance. They 
must be removed or the bees will smoth- 
er. 


During the winter care must be taken 


In removing dead bees, so as not to dis- 
turb the hive and arouse them into ac- 
tivity. 


It is not so much in understanding the 


theory of beekeeping that brings success 
as in i!u> capacity for looking after the 
details. 


If there is too much drone comb in the 


hive, remove it and replace it with 
•worker comb. In this way the supply of 
drones is easily regulated. 


By having and keeping the entrance 


to the hives nnd vicinity clean and con- 
venient for the bees to Ret in and out 
many bees nniy be saved in winter. 


When bees receive but little attention

CUSTOMS IN BELGIUM. 


Grade Crossing Protection "Without Any 


Unsightly Features. 


A disappearing gate for railroad cross- 


ings has been recently patented by Fred- 
erick Nichols of Lynn, Mass. The many 
advantages of such a gate will he readily 
understood. Its construction is Tery 
simple, there being no cogs or gears. It 
is made of blicliug and jointing ba"s and 
angle irons and can. be constructed -with- 
out great expense. 


A trench abont four feet deep is dug 


on each side of the tracks across the 
street. The earth sides of this trench 
are supported by plates of boiler iron, 
instead of expensive masonry, bolted 
to U shaped irou castings. To these 
castings is fastened the louver and sta- 
tionary part of the gate. The slit or 
opening through which the gate comes 
up is, of course, protected from dirt, 
etc., by the top rail of the gate -v?hen it 
is do-wn and when public travel is pass- 
ing over it. When the gate is up, the 
opening or slit is protected, as public 
travel over it is stopped. The bottom of 
the trench is of gravel or concrete, and 
it is graded toward one end to allow 
•water -which does not soak up to run off 
into a sewer or blind drain. 


At the side of this opening, on the 


street level, are cast iron plates covering 
manholes, which allow a man to'go the 
entire length of trench to oil or adjust 
any of the movable working parts. 


The gate is counterbalanced -with. 


weights, and friction is reduced to a 
minimum, thus making its operations 
easy. A bell signal is sounded before 
the gates are raised. At night incandes- 
cent lamps are lighted by contact being 
automatically made as the gates are 
raised. Lanterns are used where elec- 
tricity is not available. 


The gates are quick and easy in ac- 


tion, can be operated by one man, where 
it often requires two by present meth- 
ods. 
They can be operated from switch 


or signal tower in many instances. They 
will not interfere with trolley wires or 
electric car tracks. The gates are raised 
and lowered by the simple movement of 
a lever on which :<3 a latch, securing 
the gate in any position.—-Philadelphia 
Record.

Carried a Decoy Duck Far Up Into the 


&~>K Befoi-i Seeing His Mistake. 


My reputation for veracity among 


my fellow sportsmen has been seriously 
impaired, if not entirely destroyed, by 
my insisting upon the truth of the fol- 
lowing experience that befell me one 
Thanksgiving day: My boy of 15 and 
myself were indulging in a few days' 
outing at a little clubhouse on the Po- 
tomao a short distance below old Gnn- 
ston Hall. The weather was fine—in 
fact, too fine for onr purposes, as we 
were after ducks. Early in the morning 
we put out, off the old historic Hallow- 
ing point, dear to many duck hunters, 
abont 40 new wooden decoys, as hand- 
some ss I ever saw, and then took our 
positions in the blind, full of those feel- 
ings of exhilaration and expectancy 
which all true sportsmen are bound to 
feel in some degree, even when all fa- 
vorable conditions for sport are dead 
against them. 


After a few hours' waiting in came a 


bird, which my boy knocked down pret- 
tily and with much enthusiasm re- 
trieved, but which proved to his dis 
gust to be nothing but an old merganser, 
or sawbill, known in these parts as a 
' 'fisherman," a bird, I need hardly add, 
of large size and of beautiful plumage, 
but absolutely unfit for the table. 


The incident over, we waited and 


•waited, with no results, until finally, 
leaving the decoys in position, we went 
back to the clubhouse, prepared and ate 
a luncheon aud then took a stroll back 
into the woods and fields on a tour of 
inspection, when, finding our heavy 
clothes rather oppressive under the sun's 
rays, we concluded to return to the 
blind, where we were sure to find it 
more comfortable because of the light 
breeze that was coming over the water. 


On arriving at the blind we noticed 


that one of the decoys was positioned 
some 25 or SO' yards from the others. 
My first thought was that it was adrift, 
and I was about putting out in the skiff 
to recover it when I noticed that it did 
not change its position, although the 
tide was running quite briskly. Could 
it have floated off and become again 
caught? Could it have dragged its an- 
chor that long distance while the others 
remained undisturbed? These and other 
theories were being discussed by us 
when suddenly over our heads from be- 
hind there passed a dark shadow, which 
on our looking up proved to be made by 
a large eagle, and as we gazed upon 
him he sailed out over the straggler de- 
coy abont which we had been solicitous, 
poised himself- for an instant and then 
settled down suddenly, and with out- 
stretched talons grasped the poor,, help- 
less wooden thing and rose with it un 
til the leaden anchor showed at the sur- 
face of the water, when for some rea-

Jamei T." Fields as Editor. 


In 1859 The Atlantic Monthly passed 


into the hands of Ticknor & Fields, the 
junior publisher becoming finally its 
editor. It was a change of much impor- 
tance to all its contributors and greatly 
affected my own literary life. Lowell 
had been, of course, an appreciative 
and a sympathetic editor, yet Fields had 
the advantage over Lowell of being both 
editor and publisher, so that he had a 
free hand as to paying for articles. The 
prices then paid were lower than now, 
but were raised steadily, and he first in- 
troduced the practice of paying for each 
manuscript on acceptance. He had a 
virtue which I have never known in 
any other editor or publisher—that of 
volunteering to advance money on pro- 
spective articles, yet to be written, and 
he did this more than onoe to ine. I 
have also known1 him to increase tha 
amount paid on finding tnat an author 
particularly needed the money, especial- 
ly if it were the case of a woman. His 
sympathy with struggling women was 
always very great, and I think he was 
the only one in the early Atlantic circle, 
except Whitjjer and myself—with Em- 
erson also, latterly—who favored •wom- 
an suffrage. 


With ail his desire to create a staff 


.Fields was always eagerly looking out 
for new talent and was ever prompt to 
counsel and encourage. He liked, of 
course, to know eminent men, and his 
geese were apt to be swans, yet he was 
able to discriminate. He organized Dick- 
ens' readings, for instance, and went to 
every one of them, yet confessed frank- 
ly that their pathos was a failure; that 
Little Nell was unreal, and Paul Dom- 
bey a tiresome creature -whose death 
was a relief. Fields was really a keen 
judge of character and had his own 
fearless standards. I once asked him 
which he liked the better personally, 
Thackeray or Dickens, and he replied, 
after a moment's reflection, "Dickens, 
because Thackeray enjoyed telling ques- 
tionable stories, a thing which Dickens 
never did."—Colonel T. W. Higginsou 
In Atlantic.

EXACTING DISCIPLINE. 


They Are the Record of Thoughts Forced 


on the Face.

Wrinkles are as natural to old age as I 


is afull: smooth face to childhood. They j 
are due mainly to a certain shrinkage of : 
the muscles—a shrinkage which charac- 
terizes more or leas the entire system in 
the later period of life. It is in conse- 
quence of this general shrinkage that in 
advanced life the height is somewhat 
lowered; that the substance of the jaws 
contracts, thus often giving rise, by 
pressure on the nerves that pass through 
the bony canals, to severe and difficult j 
neuralgia, and 'that the brain substance 
becomes reduced in bulk, water filling 
the vacant space. Were it not for the , 
fixed habits and accumulated resources I 
of a lifetime an old man's brain would ! 
not be equal to the work which he still I 
performs easily. There is, of course, ' 
much difference between old people in 
this respect, which is due largely to 
temperament, habits of thought and of 
feeling and modes of life.

100 years old whose face was wholly 
without wrinkles. This was a very ex- 
ceptional case, for the great body of us, 
if we attain length of days, must take 
them with the addition of physical de- i 
cay. Even the proud belle must make 
up her mind for wrinkles, but if, as^she 
grows older, she grows in good sense, 
intelligence and kindly sympathies, her 
beauty of character will have an attrac- 
tion far beyond beauty of face. 
While 


wrinkles result from the natural work- j 
ing of the system, they may also be i 
caused by a perverted condition of the 
, 


system, as are pimples, blotches and 
boils. 


Now, the human face, unlike that of 


brutes, was meant to be the "mirror of 
the mind," the visible expression of ev- 
ery passion, emotion and inmost feeling. 
Herein is its chief beauty; hence its 
numerous muscles and nerves, whereby 
it is so wonderfully adjusted to this end. 
But muscles in constant or frequent ex- • 
ercise increase in volume, strength and 
readiness of action; hence habits of 
thought and feeling become stamped on 
the face, and we read so easily the 
character of the proud, the vain, the de- 
ceitful and the sensual man or of the 
kind, the calm, the energetic, the frank, 
the candid and the honest man. But 
there is nothing like care and worri- 
ment to plow furrows in the forehead, 
and these are badly marring the faces of 
some men and women. We pass in the 
streets persons of 8 5 whose foreheads are 
more wrinkled than the brow should ha j 
at 70. Some of these may have more j 
care than others, but they unnecessarily j 
yield to the tendency to express them in j 
the face.—Leeds Mercury.

Philip Gilbert Hamerton was, during 


bis childhood, the victim of a severe 
and cruel disciplina His father was a 
man of ungovernable temper and irregu- 
lar life, who had no sympathy with 
childish foibles and whose only idea of 
educating a boy was to' 'make a man of 
him."

One day the father met him and 


i asked: 


"Have you dona your 15 minutes?" 
"Yes, papa." 
"That is not true," said his aunt 


from the next room. ' 'He has only prac- 
ticed for ten minutes. Look at the 
clock." 


The hand stood at 10 minutes past 11, 


and though the boy protested that he 
had begun at ten minutes before the 
hour the "additional lie" put his father 
in ^a fury, and he was ordered to prac- 
tice continually for two hours. And,

Werkojank, Siberia, la the Coldest Begion 


of the Globe. 


The coldest region of the globe, that 


of Werkojank, in Siberia, where the low- 
est temperature of —90 degrees F. has 
been observed, and the mean of January 
is —48 degrees F., is inhabited by about 
10,500 persons of the Jakut and Lamut 
races. In a large part of the region, ac- 
cording to the representation of .Mr. 
Sergius Kovalik, in the bulletin of the 
Geographical society of Irkutsk, the air 
is so dry and winds are so rare that the 
intensity of the cold is not fully realized. 
Farther east there are sometimes terri- 
ble storms. In the summer time the 
temperature sometimes rises to 86 de- 
grees F. in the shade, while it freezes 
at night. The latter part of this season 
is often mazked by copious rains and ex- 
tensive inundations. 


Vegetation is scanty. There are no 


trees, only meadows. The people hunt 
fur ^bearing animals, fish, and raise cat- 
tle and reindeer. 
It requires about 


eight cows to support a family, four be- 
ing milked in the summer and two in 
the winter. -The cattle are fed hay in 
the winter and are allowed to go out oc- 
casionally when it is not too cold, their 
teats being carefully covered up with 
'felt. Milk is the principal food, occa- 
sionally supplemented with hares, which 
are quite abundant. The houses are of 
wood, covered with clay, and consist of 
one room, in which the people and their 
animals live together. The wealthier 
classes are better provided with lodging 
and food. The people, are very hospita- 
ble, but excessively punctilious concern- 
ing points of honor, such as the place at 
table.—Popular Science Monthlyc 


"THACKERAY AND GOETHE; 


The Novelist's First Interview With the 


Great foet. 


In The Century there is an article by 


Walter Vulpius, entitled "Thackeray at 
Weimar.", The following is Thackeray's 
account of his first meeting with 
Goethe: 


Of course'I remember very well the 


perturbation of spirit with which ab a 
lad of 19 I received the long expected 
invitation that the Herr Geheimerath 
would see me. This notable audience 
took place in a little antechamber of 
his private apartments, covered all 
round with antique casts and bas-reliefs. 
He was habited in a long gray drab red- 
ingote, with a white neckcloth and a 
red ribbon in his buttonhole. He kept 
his hands behind his back, just as in 
Rauoh's statuette. His complexion was 
very bright; clear and rosy, his eyes ex- 
traordinarily dark, piercing and bril- 
liant. * * * I fancied Goethe must have 
been still more handsome as an old man 
than even in the days of his youth. His 
voice was very rich and sweet. He ask- 
ed me questions about myself, which I 
answered as best I could. 


Vidi tantum—I 'saw him hut three 


times—once walking in the garden of 
his house in the Frauenplan, once going 
to step into his chariot on a sunshiny 
day, wearing a cap and a cloak with 
a red collar. He was caressing at the 
time a beautiful little golden haired 
granddaughter, over whose sweet, fair 
face the earth has long sin«> closed. 
[Alma von Goethe died at the age of 17 
years while on a visit in Vienna In 
1844.] 


Though his sun was setting, the sky 


round about was calui and bright, and 
that little Weimar was illumined by it 
In every one of those kind salons the talk 
was still of ^rt and letters. At the court 
the conversation was exceedingly friend- 
ly, simple and polished. The grand 
duchess, a lady of very remarkable en- 
dowments, wonld kindly borrow our 
books from us and graciously talk to 
us young men about our literary tastes 
and pursuits. In the respect paid by 
this court to the patriarch of letters" 
there was something ennobling, I think, 
alike to the subject and sovereign.

A Bridge.Kept In Kepaiir t>y Mussels. 
The byssus, or silky beard, by which 


the mussel moors itself to the stone, is 
a familiar object of our sea rooks. It is 
in its nature like the silk of the silk- 
worm and exudes in a glutinous thread 
from an organ at the base'of the foot. 


The following is an instance in which 


the mooring of the mussel was useful to 
effect a purpose which human skill 
could not accomplish. 
A large bridge, 


with 20 arches, in the town of Biddef ord, 
in Devonshire, crosses the Torridge river 
near the sgot of its junction with the 
Taw. 


The jide flows BO very rapidly here 


that it was found impossible to keep the 
bridge in repair by means of mortar. 
The corporation therefore keeps boats 
employed in bringing mussels to it, and 
the interstices of the bridge are filled by 
hand with these mussels. 


It is supported from being driven 


away by the tide entirely by the strong 
threads which these mussels fix to the 
stonework, and by an act or grant it is 
a crime liable to transportation for any 
person to remove the mussels unless in 
the presence and by the consent of the 
corporative trustees.—Scottish Nights.

Samuel Dorous,a Half Breed 


Tried to Stop Drinking 


and Killed Himself 


flOOSAC TUNNEL TRAGEDY 


Fitchburg Section Hand Found in Bed 


With Throat Cut From Ear to 


Ear, and Grasping Razor 


in Both Hands • 


Sa'nuel Dorous, 27 years old and un- 


married, committed suicide yesterday 
morning at Hoosac Tunnel by cutting 
his throat with a razor. The deed was 
done at the home of Joseph Newman, 
a section boss on the Fitchburg rail- 
road, with whom Dorous was living, 
and for whom he was working for a 
few days as a section hand in place 


oC another man who Vas off duty. 


Dorous had been drinking heavily of 


late, but stopped a few days ago and 
was suffering from the effects of his 
spree. His nerves were unsettled and 
he was apparently much depressed. He 
retired Monday night as usual, but 
got up at 1.30 o'clock yesterday morning 
and asked Mr. Newman for some milk, 
•which was given him. He drank jt and 
returned to Ins room, where he was 
found at 6 o'clock dead and weltering 
in a great pool of blood. 
» 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown of this 


city was sent for, but as he was about 
leaving the city for a vacation trip 
Associate Medical Examiner Bushnell 
went in his stead. He left on the 7.30 
train and reached the house at about 
8 o'clock. He found the body on the 
bed with shirt, drawers and stockings 
on, as the man had appeared when he 
asked Mr. iNewman for the milk at 1.30 
in the morning. There was a horrible 
gash in the man's throat, reaching from 
ear to ear, and the razor with which 
this was inflicted was tightly grasped 
in both hands which lay on his breast. 
His clothing and the bed'-were satur- 
ated with blood, and there was a large 
clot of blood under the man's shirt 
near the neck. The gash was deep and 
was clean cut, showing that only one 
stroke was made. The steel passed 
just below the thyroid oartilege, open- 
ing several veins and one or two ar- 
teries, and nearly severing the trachea. 
Jets of blood had been thrown from the 
several /.rteries and the scene was a 
ghastly one. The wound was of such 
a character that death must have been 
almost instantaneous. The body was 
cold and stiff, and Medical Examiner 
Bushnell judged that the man must 
have been dead for five or six hours, 
indicating that the deed was commit- j 
ted shortly after Dorous was up after 
milk early in the morning. 


Dorous was a half-breed, his, father 


being in Indian and his mother, a 
v.hlte woman. He had the high cheek 
bones and straight black hair of an 
Indian, but lacked the dark color. He 
came from Connecticut, but, so far as 
could be learned, he had no home there. 
Mr. Newman said he was a quiet and 
peaceable man, even when 
drinking, 


and that he was a good man to work 
when sober. There is no known reason, 
for his suicide except despondency re- 
sulting from over-indulgence in drink. 
Tho last pay he drew was found in one 
of his pockets, but there was nothing 
else of any value. The only relative 
of whr:n Medical Examiner Bushnell 
learned is a brother, Henry Dorous, 
who works for George Phelps, a Florida 
mountain farmer. 
The medical ex- 


aminer notified the Florida selectmen, 
who took charge of the body. 


MULL'S APPEAL TAKEN 


Stay of Execution Secured. New Law- 


yers Assigned to Him 


The appeal tn the case of Archie Mull 


was entered in Troy yesterday after- 
noon. Mull was under sentence to be 
electrocuted in March for the murder 
of Nelvllle B. Lord in Nassau, and the 
appeal serves as a stay of execution. 
Copies of the appeal were served cm 
District Attorney Wesley O. Howard 
and County Clerk Francis Riley by 
George J. McDonnell m.id Jeremiah K. 
Longr, attorneys for Mull, yesterday 
afternoon. A copy was also served on

The prince is a grandson of the 
last king of Poland, and nresident of 
the Standard Electric company of Cali- 
fornia, for which concern the Stanlev 
company of Pittsfield is filling a big 
order. It was in connection with this 
order that he came to see Dr. Per- 
rine, W. "W. Ganvwell and other officials 
of x the Stanley company. He made a 
visit to Dalton on Monday and called 
on Governor Crane. • " 


It appears that Prince Poinato-wski/ 


first learned from ,0ns of the returned 
Philippine 
commissioners 
that 
he 


could buy the franchises and rights on 
thfe island. He immediately sent his 
agent to Manila and for a month or 
more negotitaions have been pending. 


His first commiunication from 
this 


agent was a cablegram addressed to 
New York and forwarded, to Pittsfield 
on Sunday. He immediately replied by 
cable- on Sunday and on Monday re- 
ceived a cable announcing the comple- 
tion of the purchase. The tpll on the 
cablegram he sent was $380. 


It seems that the rights and fran- 


chise of the island were purchased, in- 
cluding the coral and oearl fisheries, 
and all rights on the islands for rail- 
i oads, railways, etc. The main island 
in question is Palawan, south of Lu- 
zon and northeast cif Borneo. It ap- 
pears that'the purchase was made un- 
der some recent decisions or treatv 
viith the United States. The prince 
said very little about the nurchase 
while in Pittsfield and so all the facts 
are not known. It appears that the 
purchase price of the franchise was 
$GOOO cash, and $2500 per year for 50 
years. It appears that the purchase 
was, made of our government but 
through some local ruler like the sul- 
tan of Sulu. It is said that the prince's 
agent in Manila had some dealing with 
the sultan of Sulu regarding one of the 
islands in his grouD. 


A Washington dispatch says of the 


purchase: 
"If Prince Poinatowski or 


any individual has secured possession 
of Basilan island in the Philippine 
group, as reported in a press dispatch, 
the acquisition was made in a purely 
personal capacity, and of course does 
not affect in any way the sovereignty 
of the United States now existing over 
the island. It is said at the state de- 
partment that no concessions have 
been granted to anyone in the Philip- 
pines, so that if there be a change of 
ownership as to Basilan island, the 
purchaser stands merely in the capa- 
city o a private land owner."
